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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 7-15, 24-34 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The Examiner found Applicant's argument that the G node as disclosed by Thei is not 
floating and therefore fails to anticipate Applicant's claim language. Furthermore, there is no 
teaching nor suggestion to modify the G node to be floating. Therefore, prior art of record fails 
to teach nor suggesting a floating node as recited by the Applicant in combination with the other 
limitations of claim 7. Claim 7 is a generic claim to newly added independent claims 24 and 32. 
Claims 24 and 32 contain all the allowable subject matter of claim 7 and are further narrowed. 
Dependent claims 8-15 and 25-31 and 33-34 act only to further narrow the allowable subject 
matter of their respective independent claims and are also deemed to be allowable over prior art.
